Seores of persons in all walks | 
of life frankly voiced to this cor- 
respondent, during a recent journey 
through Korea, Manchoukuo and 
Japan, fears that the long-awaited |

While traveling recently to No-| 
monhan, on the Manchoukuo-Outer | # 
Mongolia frontier, scene of three| ;

Manchoukuo’s chief cities, Mukden, 
Hsinking and Harbin, were under 
blackout regulations as precaution| 
against Soviet air raids. 

It was reported that the Mongo- 
lian border conflict was expanding,

Tokyo told of nothing more than’ 
the now-customary artillery duels) 
across the Khalka River. 

In Hsinking last week, Lieuten- 
ant-General Rensuke Isogai, Chief. 
of Staff of the Kwantung Army, |

THE GOOD OLD DAYS when 
the Big Three dominated college 
football were. supposed to be 
hard and tough... Well, it 
wasn't easy at that, what with 
frozen fields, no padding or ar- 
mor and only 12 or 15 players on 
a squad but the team only 
played two or three hard games 
a season. The others were 
all pushovers. 


Harvard usually opened 
against Andover and Yale against 
Exeter. . Both were prepara- 
tory schools—Dartmouth, Am- 
herst,, Williams, Trinity, Wes- 
leyan, Massachusetts Tech, Bow- 
doin, Maine, Tufts and that kind 
furnished opposition. Penn- 
sylvania and Columbia got an oc- 
casional crack later, as did Cor- 
nell but, on the whole, the 
average was about three big 
games. 

Look at it today . Take the 
schedule of Ohio State as an ex- 
ample and try to find a push- 
over. . Here’s the 1939 sched- 
ule Coach Francis Schmidt is ex- 
pected to lick: Missouri, North- 
western, Minnesota, Cornell, In- 
diana, Chicago, Illinois and Michi- 
gan.

THE CHARTER AFTER 25 YEARS. 
Yesterday was the twenty-fifth anniversary of 


'the St. Louis City Charter, and an appropriate time 
to take stock of the kind of government it has pro- 
| vided. 


In many respects, the Charter has worked 
very well and borne its years lightly; but in others, 


it has failed miserably and become as obsolete as 


It is important that its defects 
be recognized and remedied if our municipal govern- 
ment is to compare with that of other cities with 
more recent and modern charters. 

The most obvious failure of the Charter, of course, 


'has been in the operation of its civil service provi- 


When the men who prepared the document 
set up the Efficiency Board, they intended to give 


the city a method of insuring a trained, efficient 


personnel chosen solely ‘for merit—not a group of 


‘political hacks selected only for their value to the 


party in power. For years, however, city jobs have 


| been handed out on a patronage basis, and the title 


of the Efficiency Board is an ironic misnomer. 

It may well be that a lack of public interest in 
municipal government played a part in enabling the 
politicians to hamstring the civil service system, 
but at least the machinery for evading the law has 
been provided by the Charter itself. A phrase which 
states that employes may be dismissed “with or 
without cause,” except in certain specified cases, 
has been the loophole which made possible evasion 
of the Charter’s obvious intent. This loophole must 


'be closed, and a civil service system impervious to 


politicians’ attacks established, before St. Louis can 
have a modern and efficient city government. 
Provision also must be made for minority repre- 
sentation on the Board of. Aldermen. Under the 
present method of electing Aldermen at on 
party tickets, the board is virtually certain to be 
composed of all Republicans or all Democrats. Not 
only does the minority group have no voice in city 
affairs, but the party in power tends to become list- 
less and unprogressive without the stimulus which 
opposition provides. To remedy this, the proportional 
representation voting system has been proposed.

For more than five years now, 
Lee Falk, author of the script, who 
now lives in New York, and Davis, 
the artist, have been turning out the 
illustrated serial, which appears in 
approximately 100 papers the world 
around. Yes, kids in Sweden, in 
Russia, France, Holland, Australia, 
wherever children are enlightened 
enough to read comic strips, they 
enjoy Mandrake as well as you.

The possession of a part score is 
more of a liability than an asset 


in this 


art score throws an entirely differ- 
,ent light on certain conventional 
bids. Without any score, a double 
raise of partner’s opening bid, such 
‘as three hearts after a one heart 
‘opening, or three diamonds after a 
one diamond, is an absolute force to 
game. When the raise, however, 
automatically puts the partnership 
in game, it would be illogical to 
prescribe that the original bidder 
be forced to make another bid. 
Thus, in part score situations, raises 
of partner’s suit (even double 
raises) should NOT be used as slam 
tries. On a part score, the only 
response which is an absolute force 
is a jump take-out to another suit. 
After such a response, the opening 


bidder must make at least one 
more bid. 
This being so, it follows that 


North should have made an artifi- 
cial jump take-out as a device to 
show his tremendous strength at a 
diamond contract and to insure an- 
other bid from South. The safest 
jump take-out was three clubs, that 
is, clubs being “under” diamonds, 
North could safely count on re 
turning to diamonds, regardless of 
South’s second bid. If North were 
to respond to one diamond with 
two spades or two hearts (other 
possible artificial jump take-outs), 
South might hold excellent sup-
